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Holstein-Friesian Cattle. 
IN TWO PARTS.

PART SECOND. 

Qwners and breeders of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle base their claims for 
the superiority of this breed over 
all other dairy breeds mainly on the 
following points: First, that the Hol- 
stein-Friesian is a large, strong. 
vigorous cow, full of energy and 
abounding in vitality; second, that 
her physical organization and digest- 
ive capacity is such that she is able 
to turn to the best advantage the 
roughage of the farm, converting the 
same into merchantable products; 
third, that she yields large quanti- 
ties of most excellent milk, fit for 
any and all uses and especially well 
fitted for shipping purposes; fourth, 
that heredity is so firmly establish- 
ed through her long lineage that she 
is able to perpetuate herself through 
the production of strong, healthy 
calves; and fifth, that when for any 
reason her usefulness in the dairy is 
at an end, she fattens readily and 
makes excellent beef. 

While men usually engage in the 
dairy industry for the profits direct- 
ly and indirectly to be obtained, and 
not for the health’s sake or for the 
pleasure therein. yet the aesthetic 
side of any business should not be 
lost sight of; for in the breeding ::f 
Holstein-Friesians all of these objects 
may be attained, the owner deriving 
such pleasure and satisfaction from 
the ownership of fine animals as can 
in no way be measured in money. 


It is a self-evident fact that the 
Holstein-Friesian is a large, strong, 
vigorous cow, and needs no demon- 
stration: but many persons have 
never stopped to consider the value 
of this vigor and vitality in a cow. 
Would a man select a small, weak, 
puny human nurse for his infant 
child? And if he should so do, 
would he expect the child to thrive 
and grow strong and vigorous on her 
milk? But in what respect does the 
need for vitality in the cow differ 
from like need in the human nurse; 
is she not the widely chosen foster- 
mother of the human _ race? How 
careful, then, should we be in the se: 
lection of this foster-mother.

Nature looks keenly to the welfare 
of her children; and it is incontro- 
vertible that she has seen to it that 
the milk of the human mother is 
such as is best fitted for the human 
race. By analogy, then, that breed 
of dairy cattle which produces milk 
nearest in its constituent parts to 
human milk produces milk best fit- 
ted for the consumption of man; 
while a milk illy balanced as to fat 
content. as compared with human 
milk, is unsuited to the best develop- 
ment of mankind. Of all the dairy 
breeds, the milk of the Holstein- 
Friesian most nearly approaches that 
of the human mother; and it is 
therefore especially fitted for the use 


of infants, children and _ invalids, 
giving health and strength to _ all. 


As human milk is not high in aver- 
age per cent. fat, so Holstein-Fries- 
ian milk, in approaching it, does not 
as a rule contain as high a per cent- 
age of fat as does the milk of some 
of the smaller dairy breeds which 
vield milk in very limited amounts; 
but, owing to the very large average 
quantity of milk yielded by it, no 
breed excells the Holstetn-Friesian 
in production of buter-fat. 


It has been stated by some who 
have not well considered the matter 
that the value of milk is measured 
by its fat content; but this is onlv 
partially true even in butter making. 
From a_ nutritive standpoint, the 
fat is the least valuable part of milk: 
it is the solids not fat that give it 
its value, The milk of the females 
of the horse and ass, herbivorous ani- 
mals whose muscular development is 
of prime importance, is very low in 
per cent. of fat; yet the health, 
strength and activity of their progeny 
is noted. Swine are universally 
known to have the strongest of di- 
gestive powers in the utilization of 
all food; vet the experiments at the 
Connecticut Experiment Station 
show that even the pig can not thrive 
on milk containing an excess of fat. 
Holstein-Friesian calves that are 
suckled by their dams thrive amaz- 
ingly: and it may be safely assumed 
as a fact, that the milk of any dairy 
breed which can not safely be fed 
to the young calf is not suited for 
human consumption. 

The globules of fat suspended in 
the milk serum of the H.-F. cow are 
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small, and do not as readily separate 
and rise as cream as do the fat glob- 
ules of the milk of some other dairy 
breeds, thus making H.-F’. milk ideal 
for consumption as whole milk and 
for shipping purposes; while, as the 
modern centrifugal separator’ will 
readily extract the fat from any and 
all milk, it is in no way inferior for 
cream-selling and butter making. 
Also, if for any reason it be neces- 
sary to increase the per cent. of fat 
in the milk, in order to reach any 
standard thoughtlessly required by 
the laws of the State milk may be 
standardized to any per cent. of fat 
by the use of any separator. 

Owing to her large frame, her vig- 
or and digestive powers, the H.-F. 
cow is unequalled in the ability to 
convert farm roughage into money 
value; and she belongs to that class 
of large cows which the Wisconsin 
Experiment Station found, after 
years of experience, to be the most 
profitable for the dairy farmer. She 
is of hardy constitution, not readily 
susceptible to tuberculosis and other 
bovine diseases, and will thrive under 
adverse circumstances to which a 
smaller, weaker breed would suc- 
cumb. Her calves come strong and 
vigorous at birth, often weighing in 
excess of 100 Ibs.; and, owing to the 
milk being especially fitted for 
making the best animal growth, make 
the best and most profitable veal. It 
is the special function of the H.-F. 
cow to produce milk, and while in 
milk she can not be readily fattened 
as she devotes all her surplus food 
to profitable milk production; yet 
when dry her_ great assimilative 
powers are still available. 4nd en- 
able her to take on flesh rapidly, 
and so make excellent beef. 

The time is fast aproaching when 
even the Western farmer can not af- 
ford to keep a cow mainly for the 
calf which she produces; as in such 
case the handicap against beef pro- 
duction is too great. When a calt 
takes practically all the milk its dam 
yields, it starts out in life with a 
mortgage upon it to the value of the 
cost of keeping of its dam for one 
year; and this debt, as well as the 
cost of raising, must be repaid out 
of the selling price before there 
can be any true profit in the beef. if 
the owner of sucn cows plan to milk 
them, run the milk through a separ- 
ator, sell the butter-fat to a creamery 
and feed the skim milk to the calves, 
he introduces the labor factor and 
finds himself a full fledged farmer- 
dairyman, with all the labor inci- 
dent to dairying, and cows that will 
hardly yield enough to pay for the 
extra work. Over and above all 
labor and the cost of keeping, the 
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average Holstein-Friesian cow will 
show a nice profit on the butter- 
fat she produces; while the skim 
milk will not only rear her own calf, 
but a couple of litters of pigs besides, 

An ideal beef form has been creat- 
ed in the mind of the public, and a 
false prejudice engendered against 
anything that does not agree in form 
with that ideal, At present this un- 
just prejudice militates against the 
dairy bred steer on the hoof, even 
though he be as well reared as the 
beef steer; although when it comes to 
the final show down at the black, the 
difference between the two is not 
great. Rear a_ Holstein-Friesian 
steer as a Short-horn is reared, andl 
he will indeed be an expert judge 
who can distinguish the beef when 
it is placed before him at the table: 
while repeated tests at the block have 
proved that the per centage of choice 
cuts is nearly as large in the one 
case as in the other. As an all- 
around breed, and the one approach- 
ing the nearest to the long-desired 
dual purpose animal, the Holstein- 
Friesian is unsurpassed. 

Aside from the aesthetic point of 
view—the personal satisfaction one 
gets out of the possession of fine 
stock, there is decided financial ad- 
vantage in the breeding of pure-bred 
H.-F. stock. It costs little more to 
keep than does common or grade 
stock, and the returns on the labor 
invested and the food consumed are 
so much greater in proportion that 
there is no comparison. By the use 
of a good, pure-bred H-F. bull, and 
the rearing of his heifer calves from 
common or grade cows. one may be 
reasonably sure that the calves s 9 
reared will so far surpass their dams 
in productive capacity that the excess 
will many times reimburse their own- 
er for the cost of their sire, to say 
nothing of the increased selling val- 
ue of the cows themselves; but the 
use of pure-bred H.-F. dams also, the 
danger of failure in producing a fine 
dairy animal almost vanishes, and 
one may be nearly certain that every 
female dropped will not only prove 
valuable in the dairy, but that she 
will also prove valuable as a pro- 
ducer of pure-bred dairy stock of 
both sexes, For,aside from the milk 
product, there are two other sources 
of income in the pure-bred H.-F. 
dairy,—one from the bull calves, the 
other from the surplus female stock. 
There is a constant demand for good 
pure-bred H.-F. bulls for the im- 
provement of the common dairy 
herds of the country by grading, and 
for the further improvement of grade 
herds by higher grading; while any- 
thing especially good is sought by 
the breeders of pure-bred stock. The 





less valuabel surplus females find a 
welcome place with the farmer- 
dairyman, the more valuable as foun- 
dation stock’ for new  pure-bred 
herds, while the best are eagerly 
sought by established breeders to 
strengthen their breeding herds. 
The system of Advanced Registry 
devised and established by the H.-F. 
Association places all breeders on a 
par, rendering it very easy for any 
breeders to establish the value of a 
pure-bred cow, just as the mile track 
will establish the value of a trotting- 
bred horse, and the expense is very 
moderate. The Association not only 
charges nothing for the entry of such 
cow and her record in the Advanced 
Register, but to encourage the breed- 
er in that direction it pays out every 
year large sums of money in prizes: 
the chance for the winning of a prize 
being open to every owner of a Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow. Neither do the 
State Agricultural Colleges make any 
charge for their oversight in the mat- 
ter of making these records, their 
only charg being for the time and 
necessary expense of their supervisor 
sent out to oversee the testing; an 
as several cows may be under test 
at the same time, the expense per 
animal may be made light, A little 
over two years ago the Ii.-F, Associas 
tion increased the efficiency of its 
system by the authorization of of- 
ficial records to be begun not less 
than eight months after calving; and 
many breeders are taking advantage 
of this plan to show the staying 
qualities of their cattle, the results 
proving very. satisfactory indeed. 
Prizes are awarded for the best rec- 
ords made in the regular seven-day 
division, in the thirty-day division, 
and in the eight-months division; and 
any breeder may win three prizes in 
each division, or nine prizes in all. 
In a limited article of this kind, it 
is only possible to touch upon the 
more salient points of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed. and 1 would refer 
interested readers to the H.-F. 
Brown-Book, sent free by Secretary 
F. L. Houghton, for more detailed in- 
formation. but from my own indi- 
vidual experience with this grand 
dairy breed, extending over a period 
of more than twenty years during 
which time I have been a breeder of 
these cattle, I can affirm that, either 
as an all-around dairy breed or for 
any specialty in dairying, when the 
returns from all sources are counted 
I know of no breed superior to the 
Holstein-Friesian; while for veal and

The Proper Function of Public 
Schools. 

I hope all readers gave more than 
a hurried scanning to the editorial, 
‘Agriculture in Public Schools,” in 
the Holstein-Friesian World of March 
Sth. ‘To put the child in possession 
of the key by which he may unlock 
the treasure house of knowledge for 
himself”’ is the keynote. 

Outside the elementary branches 
which go to constitute the ‘‘key,’’ the 
time should be spent in creating a 
desire to use the key, not by becom- 
ing a “bookworm,” but primarily to 
think and use books to aid and stimu- 
late thought. Teach the child to 
observe critically, not what are called 
strange things, but ordinary things. 

A short time ago a bright young 
man remarked, “Isn’t it wonderful 
that we can talk to a person with 
just a wire between us?” The reply 
he got was, ‘‘No more wonderful than 
that you and I can talk without a 
wire between us.” At first it seemed 
to strike him as a simple reply; but 
as he was held to the thought he be- 
came quite interested in the propo- 
sition, that familiar things are, in- 
herently, as wonderful as_ strange 
things. 

It is in the natuer of children to 
observe and to think. A father had 
been telling his three children of Sev- 
en, eight and ten year, respectively, 
about glaciers and the distribution of 
boulders. Sevaral days afterward 
the seven year old was driving with 
his father and looking at the fence 
by the roadside, which was made of 
‘“hard-heads,” said, ‘Did all those 
stones come from the north with the 
ice?”’ After being answered he was 
silent so long that the father hal 
almost forgotten his presence, when 
he ventured the opinion, ‘‘It took 
the Lord a long time to make the 
earth, didn’t it?” 

The father had said nothing about 
geological periods and wondered 
where the youngster had imbibed 
ideas so different from ‘his Sunday 
school teaching, and replied, ‘‘Why 
seven days was not long for such a 
great job was it?’ The little fel- 
low’s reply was thoroughly logical. 
He said, ‘“‘Yes, it was, for God; all 
he had to do was to say ‘Let there be’ 
and there was.’’ ‘I don’t see what 
He took a week for when you can 
read it in ten minutes.”’ 

Harper’s Weekly has an anecdote 
of a little fellow in a Sunday school 
class, where they were discussing 
Jacob’s dream, asking why the 
“angels had a ladder when they can 
fly?” 

While this natural inclination to 
Observe and reflect should be culti- 
vated and not put in the back ground 
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by exhaustion of the child’s energy 
with matters of simple memory, 
there should also be inculcated a 
proper respect for opinions of o-hers 
and a modesty in their own. 

When the teacher takes a plant 
and directs the observation of the 
little folks to discover that there are 
three fundamental parts, root, stem 
and leaves, and to observe the modi- 
fications of these in different plants 
it is not the actual possession of 
these facts that is of most value to 
the child, but the training in obser- 
vation and thinking. 

Agriculture, being so intimately 
connected with nature, supplies 
agreeable material for object lessons; 
but to attempt to t ach the technicali- 
ties of farming in the public schools 
is absurd, as the editor has pointed 
out. The strengthening of the power 
of concentration of attention, and 
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written. I well remember an incident 
that occurrcd in my own family: The 
youngster had been to Sunday school; 
the subject under discussion was 
Adam and Eve in the garden. The 
lesson leaf had pictures of Adam and 
Eve. Eve had a beautiful head of 
long flowing hair, resembling the pic- 
tures in the advertisement of Ayre’s 
Hair Vigor, but Adam’s hair was 
cropped short. The boy puzzled the 
teacher by asking her “who cut 
Adam’s hair?” Though the intelli- 
gence of the child often detects the 
absurdities in the things being 
taught them, the weight of the 
teacher’s authority usually overbal- 
ances the remonstrance in the child’s 
intellect, and the statements are ac- 
cepted as truths. Lying may serve 
the purposes of politics and di- 
plomacy, but “let us be honest,” at 
least with the chiliren.—Editor.]

The records begun not less than 
eight months from calving make the 
usual good showing; and among 
them DeKol Creamelle comes in for 
her last official record for the year. 
Beginning eight days after calving, 
this cow produced officially in 100 


days 10,017 lbs. milk containing 
284.088. lbs. fat; again, beginning 


256 days after calving, she produced 
officially in seven days 413.8 Ibs. 
milk containing 10.943 lbs. fat; and 
again, beginning 358 days after calv- 
ing, and making the record so as to 
just close the year of 365 days, she 
produced officially in seven days 
286.6 lbs. milk containing 8.532 Ibs.

Conscript of 1813. 

A CONTINUED STORY. 

Translated from the French by the editor 
of the H.-F. World. 
Many things we came to 
understand at this time: At the hos- 
pital no one paii attention to any- 
thing; one saw arrive each morning 
half a hundred wounded, and carried 
out on the stretchers as many each 
evening, this showed us the universe 
in its littleness, and one thought: 
*‘After us the end of the world!” 

But outside, the ideas changed. 
In discovering this street of Halle, 
this old city with its warehouses, its 
gates encumbered with merchandise, 
its old projecting roofs like awnings, 
its great vans loaded with packages, 
in short, all this spectacle of active 
life of commerce, I was bewildered. 
I had never see nanything like it, 
and I said to myself: 

“Here is a city such as one has 
imagined,—full of industrious peopl: 
seeking to gain their living, their 
and their competence; where 
each wishes to elevate himself, not 
io the detriment of others, but in 
working, in devising night and day 
means of prosperity for his family;

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To see the poor wounded who went 
about,arm in ae sling, or upon 
one leg, supportei by crutches, gave 
me pain. 

I permitted myself to be conducted 
as in a dream by my friend, Zimmer, 
who took his bearings at every 
street corner, and said to me: 

“This is the church of St. Nicholas; 
this, the University; this, the Hotel- 
de-Ville.”’ 

He recollected all this, having seen 
Leipzig in 1807, before the battle of 
Friedland, and ceased not of repeat- 
ing to me: 

‘“‘We are at home here as much a3 
in Metz, or Strasburg, or anywhere 
in France. The people wish us well. 
After the campaign of 1806, they 
traeted us with every civility. The 
citizens brought us by twos and 
threes to dine with them. They 
even gave balls in our honor, and 
called us the heroes of Jena. You 
will see (how they love us! Go 
where we will they will receive us as 
benefactors of the country; it is we 
who have named their elector, King 
of Saxony, and we have also given 
them a large part of Poland.” 

Suddenly Zimmer stopped before a 
little low gate, and exclaimed: 

‘‘Hold there is the brewery of the 
jolden Fleece; it fronts upon the 
other street, but we can enter here. 
Come on!” 

I followed him into a_ tortuous 
passage, which soon brought us to 
the end of and old court surrounded 
by high, rickety buildings, with little 
decayed cornices under the gables 
and weather vanes above, as in the 
street of Fosse-des-Tanneurs, Stras- 
burg. To the right was the brewery; 
one could sce the round iron vats on 
the dingy beams, filled with hops and 
barley already fermenting, and in a 
corner of a great wheel and crank 
where a huge dog pumped the beer 
to all parts of the building. 

The clinking of glasses and tin 
pitchers was heard in a hall to the 
right which opened upon the street, 
and under the windows of this hall 
was a cellar from which resounded 
the hammers of the coopers. The 
odor of the yellow beer filled the 
air, and Zimmer, his eyes lifted to 
the roofs, and his face expanded with 
satisfaction, exclaimed: 


“Yes it is here that we came, the 


tall Ferre, the big Roussillon and I.. 


70d! how I rejoice at seeing all this 


again, Josephel! It has been six 
years. Poor Roussillon—he left his 


bones last year at Smolensk, and 
Ferre ought to be at home now at 
Toul, for he had his left leg carried 
off at Wagram. How everything re- 
turns when one thinks!”’ 
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At the same time he pushed open 
the door and we entered a high hall 
filled with smoke. It took me a mo- 
ment to see, through the gray cloud, 
a long line of tables surrounded by 
drinkers, for the most part in short 
redingotes and small caps, and the 
others in Saxon uniforms. They 
were students from leading families, 
who came to Leipsiz to study law, 
and medicine, and learn all that one 
can learn in emptying schooners of 
beer and leading a joyous life. They 
fought often among themselves using 
a species of sword with rounded end, 
only sufficiently sharp to make scars 
upon the face, as Zimmer informed 
me. This I thought showed the good 
sense of the students, who knew that 
it was better to have five or six scars 
on the face than to lose ones life. 

Zimmer laughed in relating these 
things to me; his love of glory had 
blinded him, He said they might as 
well load their cannon with baked 
apples as to fight with these rounded 
swords.
